A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to^ace. video conference, or telephone interview wfth regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the intennew.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview wfth an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at theirtler>new as 
warranting favorable action must be ffled by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified m §§ 1 .111 , 1 135. (35 U.5.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business wfth the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Pajjnt and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

-Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the appltoant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Fomri should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than witti the next official communteatlon.

- An indlcaflon whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identlflcaUon of ttie speclfto prior art discussed 

- An Indtoation whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allov/ability is tentative and does 
not restrict further acUon by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted ttie Interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable ttiat the examiner orally remind the appltoant of his or her oWlgatton to record ttie substance of ttie interview of each case. It 
should be noted however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of ttie interview 
unless It includes, or is supplemented by the appltoant or the examiner to Include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

The identification of the arguments is sufficient If the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood In the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) If appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected toxarefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record Is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the appltoant an extendable one month time period to con-ect the record.

If the claims are allov/able for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of ttie 
statement attributed to him or her.
